Rehabilitation and Rebuilding Act (Act), which requires the Capital Development 

Board (CDB) to “provide the General Assembly with unredacted copies of all 

correspondence and communications with the United States Department of Veterans 

Affairs related to securing funding for the renovation, restoration, rehabilitation, or 

rebuilding of the Quincy Veterans’ Home” (330 ILCS 21/60).
